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Ohio’s drivers’ law expanded 


Under legislation signed into 
law by Gov. Richard F. Celeste last 
week, Ohio's Drivers Licenses will 
become more meaningful in years 
ahead. And as a result of one new 
piece of legislation, some motor- 
jets may find driver's permits more 
difficult to get. 

Effective March 1, 1985, Ohio 
motorists will have to pass a vision 
test, at their own expense, to 
renew their driver's licenses. By 
this date, the offices of deputy 
motor vehicle registrars are to be 
equipped with apparatuses for 
screening the vision of each 
applicant. 

Deputy registrars will charge 
$1.00, in addition to the $6.50 per- 
mit fee, to cover the sight screen- 
ing. If the applicant fails the exam, 
he or she will be referred to the 
State Highway Patrol driver's 
license testing station for reexam- 
ination, But IF the motorist fails 
this second test, the license will be 
held and not returned until the 
vision problem is corrected.

One of the greatest instruments 
for movement from disgrace to 
dignity in the political affairs of our 
nation is the Jesse Jackson 
Campaign.

This Campaign has brought 4 
new (ewet of polttical maturity to 
the Black, Hispanic and minority 
communities. Before the Jesse 
Jackson Campaign, we were poilt- 
Ileal adolescents - working. hack- 
stage, in the balcony, up and down 
the backstairs, in the waiting 
rooms, on the farm teams and wait- 
ing for a “get-outthe-vote” pro- 
gram ten days before Election 
Day. There are a few grand excep- 
tions, however, these exceptions 
demonstrated how far we have yet 
to travel. : 

The Jesse Jackson Campaign 
has mentally entranchised mil- 
liens, even a new generation. 
Betore this campaign millions of 
minorities were “afraid” to, think 
Presidential. The leadership in the 
Black community thought only in 
terms of “having” ‘access to the 
President rather than “being” 


But sttould the motorist elect to 
také a chance of driving without a 
valid permit and get caught, he will 
be subject to a maximum penalty 
of six months in jail, a $500 fine, or 
both. 


‘Another bill dealing with driver's 
licenses to become effective Oct. 


1, poses no legal restriction on 
motorists. Instead, it requires the 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles to issue 
identification cards to motorists 
willing to donate part or ait of their 
bodies for medical use after death. 

Celeste also issued last week an 
executive order that places addi- 
tional responsibilities on deputy 
registrars of motor vehicles. Under 
terms of the order, registrars are 
required to compile & certified list 


President. In years now gone we 
were legally and politically dis- 
franchised but regarding the 
Office of President, we were to a 
large extent psychologically dis- 
franchised. Too often we have 
been mis-educated to be “realis- 
tic” rather than educated to rise 
above our circumstances. 


The Jesse Jackson Campaign -

Black leadership forum 
to hold business expo 


Getting a large piece of the 
$160 billion pie that black con- 
sumers spend in the United 
States is the goal of the Black 
Business Expo & Trade 
Exhibit, to be held August 4 on 
the Focal Point of the Mt. Ver- 
non Plaza, on the corner of Mt. 
Vernon Ave. and 20th St. in 
Columbus. 


The Expo '84 is sponsored by 
the Young Black Leadership 
Forum, a group of business, 
professional and community 
activists. Coordinator Rhonda 
Downs says the Expo is to 
“provide Black and minority 
firms a chance to exhibit their 
wares and skills inthe State 
Capitol, the city where most 
state contracts are let." 


According to Downs, Black 
businesses get less than one 
percent of the goods and servi- 
ces purchased by Blacks. The 
goal of Expo ‘84 is to attempt to 
raise that figure significantly 
by showing the Black com- 
munity the high quality of 
goods and services produced 
by Black firms. 

Downs estimates that well 
over 100 exhibitors will show 
their wares to between 3000 
and 5000 particpants--a level 
of support more than double 
that for the Governor's Confer- 
ence on Minority Business, 
which was held June 27 and 28.

The Expo has received a grant 
from the Ohio Department of 
Development, which also 
sponsored the Governor's con- 
ference.

There had 
been a “slight cut” in the first 
year of the Reagan administra- 
tion, but “this was before the 
strength of the older people 
was felt as a voting bloc. I don't 
think anyone would try that 
today.” 

Chapple comes to her job 
from an extensive background 
in human services. A social 
worker by training, she left “a 
very, very exciting position in 
Toledo” as Director of Natural 
Resources, operating the city's 
park system. She had been the 
first Black woman to serve on 
the Mayor’s cabinet. 

She has found neither her 
race nor her sex to have been a 
hindrance in her career. “I 
really have not experienced 
problems of (that) nature. I've 
had opportunities that many 
women have not had.” 

Chapple congratulates the 
legislature's decision to give 
the Commission on Aaing full 
cabinet status. “That moved 
aging issues and concern from 
a second level in government 
to an area of importance and 
concern in state goverfiment.” 
Passage of the bill, to Chapple, 
indicates the importance the 
legislation places on the “the 
obligation (we have) as a 
society to see that older people 
are taken care of properly.”

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The implements of golf are 
divided into two categories of 
clubs: woods and irons. The 


‘putter is a single club! for what! 


call a game within a game. The 
primary purpose of woods is to 
gain distance; the primary pur- 
pose of irons is to produce 
accuracy. But the longest 
wood player in the world is not 
a goad one if he or she cannot 
use. woods with a certain 
degiee of accuracy. And the 
straightest iron player in the 
world is not a good one unless 
he can hit the irons with author- 
ity; that is to say, unless he can 
draw from each the forward 
thrust that has been built into it 
by the club manufacturer. You 
can hit a shot with an iron as 
straight as a string, but the shot 
will.be all but worthless if the 
bali falls short into a sand trap. 
By the same token, a 300 yard 
drive is wasted if it lands in the 
woods stymied from the fair- 
way or green. Accuracy, thenis 
a concomitant part of woods 
and distance is a concomitant 
part of irons. 
in the now almost forgotten 
vocabulary of golf, the firstfour 
woods were referred to, in the 
order of greatest distance, as 
the driver, the brassie, the 
spoon and the cleek.
